This is 
not to suggest that intelligent. citizens here 
and elsewhere are totally oblivious of the 
pernicious infiltration of concepts of public 
conduct which follow fairly closely the 
totalitarian pattern.

is to suggest that many men and women, | 


who ought to know better, ignore their own 


obligations when they show. a definite in-| 


clination to leave the discussion and dis- 
position of such matters solely to the men 
and women whom they elect to deal with 
their business in the legislatures, After all, 
the parliaments of. British countries, the 
Congress and the state legislatures of the 
United States, the @lected chambers of the 
western continental European countries are 
the servants—certainly not the masters—of 
the people who go to the polls and exercise 
their franchises and constitutional rights at 
frequent intervals. 


Nothing in the foregoing is either new or | 


novel. But a state of affairs now exists 
and we are realizing it at the present time 
in British Columbia and in 
Canada—which emphatically of 
the general public much greater thought and 
attention than it receiving. Let it be 
understood, however, that it is not our in 
tention to enter into dissertation on the 
merits or demerits of the present industrial 
discontents that are causing a great deal 
of concern to the people of this other 
democratic lands. It is nevertheless timely 
to point out at this critical juncture in the 
world’s progress that some are paying more 
attention to the advice and guidance of a 
small number of highly-paid+ leaders of 
certain trades unions than they are to 
their own long-term interests and thé im
